and ready.to take our pulp and 
paper without conditions. No one_ 
ought to suppose that legislation of 
the kind mentioned is inspired by 
any feeling of hostility to Canada. 
We think the New York Post is 
incorrect in thinking that it is. It 
arises from too. great an. idea of 
the importance of the United States 
market to Canada and ‘too small an 
appreciation of the importance of 
the Canadian market to the United 
States. Our neighbors will come to 
their senses all in good time and in 
the meanwhile we thank them rery 
much for. so arranging things that 
the Canadian people will continue 
to have a strong incentive to devel-

FIRE IN LEGISLATURE 


Damage of $400,000 Done in 
Buildings at Toronto. 





West Wing of Provincial Parliament 
Buildings 1s Gutted and Library of 
Over a Hundred Thousand Vol- 
umes Is Irreparably Lost—Many of 
the Books Were Priceless and Can- 
not Be Replaced. 


Toronto, Sept. 2.—Entailing damage 
of at Ieast $400,000, leas than half of 
which ig insured, end the irreparable 
loss of a library of over 100,000 vol- 
umes, many of ‘which cen never be 
replaced, fire gutted the west) wing 
of the Provincial Parliament. build- 
ings in the Queen’s Park yesterday 
afternoon! 

The insurance, which covers the 
buildings slone, stands at $750,000, in 
45 companies.. “ 

The’ Cebinet will meet this morn- 
ing to consider plans for rebuilding, 
which will be begun at once. 

With the fire, wetS¥ did much of 
the Gamage, and the cellar of the 
treet stone pile is flooded to a depth 
of severul feet. Outside the building 


y shows no sighs of the great conflagra- 


\ 


tien save for the disorder of the usual- 
ly nestly kept grounds, until you 
come to the west approach, when the 
gap where the fallen. roof stood ‘and 
ths scarring and’ staining of the 
handsome stonework ‘shows the track 
of the devastation. 

The discovery of the blaze which 
led to the first alarm was made by a 
newsprperman as he wad leaving the 
first floor of the building. The glass 
which covers the great light-well in 
the west wing of the main section 
crashed through. He looked up and 
s.w smoke and flame and rushed to 
the telephone 4n the Attorney-Ger- 
eralis Department and ‘phoned to fire 
herdquarters, 

“Premier Whitney, with Hon. W. J. 
Henna and other Ministers, deputies 
and others xbout the building ‘got 
on the job, while the others worked 
like Trojans in their shirtsleeves, It 
ws this amateur salvage corps and 
firefighters that got out valuable pic- 
ures and records, which must have 
otherwise been destroyed. a 

When the firemen began to arrive 
‘the fire was burning fiercely at the 
rool over the fallen light. glass, and 
in the wing running north and south 
at the extreme west of the great stone 
pile. ‘Lines of hose’were run up out- 
side and in through doors and win- 
dows, and the flames did not make 
any appreciable heedway eastward, 


*-@ but burned south into the library 


and north into the offices in that end 
of the wing. This was the long 
“stretch in this wing, and it was in 
this that the fiercest. battle was 
fought. 

It was not long before the flames 
were im possenssibn of the library, 
and ‘the priceless books were driven 
from the windows:a shower of charred 
leaves. Beneath this and to the east 
were the pupers upon which judges 
have been at work for two years in 
revising the statutes of the proviner, 
and a-determined effort was made to 


t . suve these, although the oflices of the

legal department, in which they were 
kept, were a drench of water poured 
from the upper floors, and were kept 
filled with blinding smoke.

“a The cause of the fire in the Parlia- 
ment Buildings is unknown, but yes- 
terday three theories were current. 
‘The first’ wus that, it was caused by 
an eleMitic wire, the second by spon- 
taneous combustion in the dust that 
had gathered under the: roof. 

The third conies from Samuel Dan- 
bar, a watchman in’ the ‘buildings, 
who says that workmen were at work 
upon the roof over the members’ din- 

. ing room in the west wing yesterday 
morning, and that he told them they 
must be careful of a charcoal stove 
which they were using.

Of the Diack teas 31 samples were 
found to be below, the standard In 
exhaltive, and 19 samples of the green 
were ajso below standard In strength. 
in his. report *Mr. McGill, the chief 
* analyst. says: “Previous inspections 
of-tea have inciuded all grades of 
the article. On this occasion syecial 
jnstructions were “given (9 inspectors 
to purchase the cheapest grades only, 
With very: few exceptions, the teas 
derein reported aye retailed “at [rom 
15 to 30. cents per. pound. They. may 
therefore*be regarded as repres:nt- 
Ing the lower qualities‘of this article. 
Most samples.consist of large. coarse, 
leaves, very much broken, and have 
a. large proportion of leaf-stalks and 
bits of stem. The delicate aroma of 
good tea is notably absent, or infus- 
ing ; but the teas are botanically true 
to name, and no admixture of for- 
elgn leaves octurs-

It will be hard for any Govern- 
ment to bring down any scheme for 
naval construction which could not be 
attacked with considerable force and 
ability. If the ships are to be con- 
‘structed, in England, many ‘at once 
“srill say:s ‘Why not spend Canadian 
money in Canadaf" On’ the other 
hand, if it is proposed to build war- 
ships in Canada, the objection will 
be made that we have not the facili- 
ties for doing so, and persons inclin- 
ed to be humorous will recall the lux- 
* uriant furnishings of the ‘‘Mont- 
calm,’ the expensive repairs of the 
“Speedy” and the wonderful trip of 
the “‘Arctic.”” Much is to be said 
however, in favor of the shipyards al- 
© ready established on the sea coast and 
on the Great Lakes. If they can build 
the ships their plea for Government 
* patronage will not be passed over 
lightly. 

One fundamental. diffculty with 
this whole question is that we do not 
agtee among ourselves as to what end 
we have in view.

"Bat the recklessness which caused 
the seven other deaths waseven more 
reprehensible Inasmuch as it Iced to 
the sacriflce of innocent -victims. It 
was a recklessness born apparently 
of the automobile spirit, and which 
Stands as added proof that there is 
such a general’ menta{ disease as 
automobile madness. It is a madness 
that> has led co a long sequence of 
disasters, and which “helps to ¢reate 
a bitter popular prejudice against 
the machines and the people who use 
them. It is a madness that makes 
of the automobile a dangerous instru- 
ment of death, whereas it should bear 
no other reputation than that which 
pertains to usefulocss and legitimate 
pleasure. The worst of it is, it is a 
madness the evil of whieh increases 
rather than diminishes. 

“There ought to be some remedy as 
against this continued killlng and 
maiming; the remedy ought to orig- 
inate with those who make, sell and 
use automobiles. As we designate

Escaped From Deviis Island. 

Some unpleasant experiences have 
been undergone in country districts of 
British Guiana, lately, due to the fre- 
quent arriva) of escaped prisoners 
from the penal settlement in French 
Guiana, the well known Devil's Is- 
land of Dreyfus fame. Supervision of 
the prisoners by the French _2xettle-_ 
ment authorities is very lax, and any 
wishing to escape have little difficulty 
in making their way to British Gui- 
ana, and they arrive in the colony in 
a famished and desperate condition. 
Coming to a house on a village they 
will demand food, and a good deal of 
alarm is often created among resi- 
dents in remote districts where police 
aid is far away. A few weeks ago a 
tullered and exhausted Frenchman 
dragged himself into a village and 
said he was the only survivor of a 
party of. six who had sailed from | 
Devil’s Island. Soon after they left 
the shore he explained, a storm 
atose; the small boat was capsized, 
and his companions were all lost. Af- 
ter suffering great hardship he had 
made his way to British Guiana. A 
day or two seseties a_Jetter-carricr, 
while traversing a Jonely and isolat+ 
ed piece of country, was attacked by 
seveta] wild-looking men, who, after 
robing him made their way into the 
savannah. A search was instituted, 
but the men could not be found. I 
was sel secenatie ascertained that the 
story of the Frenchman wad a fabri- 
cation, He had been one of six who 
landed. The remainder had made 
their way to the savannah backlands.

iss Procter’s second volume, “Leg:

The second series which followed 
under the eame title, was her last 
book. It opens with the “Legend of 
Provence,’ ’a lovely tradition, cloth- 
ed in exquisite verse, And contains 
yey poems briefer, but not less beau- 
tiful. 

Adelaide Procter died at thirty-nine 
of overwork—not literary work, for 
all her poems together make a volume 
of but moderate size, but of the cease- 
less labors which she undertook in 
the cause of charity, and which she 
carried on, Dickens said, with a 
flushed earnestness that disregarded 
season, weather, time of day or night, 
food, reat. 

With a patience touching to wit- 
ness she resigned herself without com- 
plaint to the weary fifteen months of 
her lust illness. 

Muny of Adelaide Procter's poems 
are reul songs, whose full beauty can 
only be appreciated as such. “‘Cleans- 
ing Fires’ ‘and “The Last Chord,” 
filly rendered, illustrated this view.

The Sunday Stone. 

In the University Museum, at Ox: 
ford, England, there is to be found 
a large mass of limestone, known as 
the “Sunday Stone.” It’ is composed 
of alternate layers of white and gray 
formation, and revealy-a remarkable 
record of the regular working and 
resting periods of the coul mine from 
whence it was taken. 

This peculiar stone is a stalagmite 
deposit of limestone, which formed 
on the floor of the mine. There is a 
“drip” of water, each drop permeated 
with particles of line. constantly fall- 
ing from the roof to floor of the mine. 
Of course, the water soaks. away, while 
the lime forms the deposit. “During 
the -workipg days in the mine, the 
chamber is filled with coal dust, and 
the water carries to its deposit the 
dust which is in the air, as well as the 
lime in the water. On the Lord’s Day 
there is no work done in the mine, and 
consequently there is no dust in the 
air. Thus the stone is formed in lay- 
ers—six-seventeenths being grey, and 
on-seventh being white—thus keeping | 
a calendar of working days and rest. } 
ing days in the mine. It is well nam- 
ed “The Sunday Stone,”

How Captain Wilson Filled the Breach 
at El Teb. © 


The scene is the Soudan. 
village of El Teb, thousands of black, 
. fanatical followers of the Mah- 
di have gathered to oppose the fur- 
ther progres of the British force 
marching to the relief of two besieged 
garrisons, i 
In_a large hollow square. one side 
of which is formed by the Naval Bri- 
cade and two other regiments, the 
Britishers press forward, Jack quick- 
ly silencing the enemy's guns, which 
are mounted on earthworks thrown up 
round the village. Suddenly, as the 
square sweeps down on the Arabs, the 
latter cease their rifle fire, leave their 
shelter, and pour down upon the 
square, 
Hundreds are slaughtered by the 
machine guns of the Britishers, but, 


! heediess of shot and shell, hundreds 


more continue the reckleas charge; 
and with such impetuosity do they 
hurl themselves on that part of the 
“square formed by the Naval Brigade 
that it is broken. Then occurs an in- 
cident unparalleled in the history of. 
warfare. A number of Arabs rushed 
through the gup. Many of the gan- 
hers were in extreme danger, and 
Captain Wilson, secing one of his 
men about to be speared, went to his 
assistance and ran the black through 
the body. 

Such was the force of the thrust, 
however, that the blade of the sword 
broke off near the hilt. Instantly the 
Arabs closed on the captain, and he 
seemed doomed. But with his fists 
he bowled over the enemy like nine- 
pins. The blacks were amazed at the 
Nature of the al Try aa they 
would they could not break through 
those powerful arms or -avoid the 
flashing fists, and ere they could re- 
cover from their surprise they were 
cut down by soldiers who rushed to 
the help of the gallant captain. f 

His action undoubtedly saved many 
lives. He filled the breach at a mo- 
ment critical in the extreme, for had 
the Arabs succeeded in enlarging the 
gap there would have been a different 
tale to tell of the Battle of El Teb, 
which ended in such a splendid Brit- 
ish victory. Since those days Cap- 
tain Wilson has‘ won many honors 
and risen high in his profession, bat 
although he is now an admiral, en- 
titled to place many letters after his 
name, it is doubtful if he is so proad 
of any of them as the “‘V.C.” won 
with bare fists. 

It is a curious fact that the three 
senior officers in this battle, Sir D. 
Graham, Sir R. Buller, and Sir W. 
Hewitt, R.N., all won the Victoria

One of Eastern Canada’s Ablest Pub- 
tle Men Dies at His Home—Under- 


went Operation For Cancer—Was a 

¢ Self-Educated Man and Entered 
the Legislature In 1878—Was Cail- 
ed to the Senate In 1893. 


Charlottetown, P.E.I., Sept. 4.—The 
th occurred at midnight at his 
home in Marshfield, P.E.I., of Sena- 
tor Ferguson, one of the ablest pub- 
lic men in Eastern Canada. 

Toronto, Sept. 4.—Senator Ferguson 
was operated on several months ago 
in Victoria Memorial Hospital, Isa- 
bella street, Toronto, for cancer of 
the bladder. He had suffered for 
some years from the growth and had 
consulted noted surgeons in Montreal 
and New York, none of whom could 
assure him that dn operation would 
be successful. He came to Toronta 
and was put on the operating table 
by Dr. Samuel Cummings, 3 Queen's 
Park, and the cancer was removed. 
His recovery was rapid, and the aged 

was able to leave for his 
home, Dr. Cummings had a letter 
fronr the family about a week ago, 
and they reported that the Senator 
was doing well. His death was prob- 
ably due to a cause other than cancer. 
nator Ferguson is survived by 
several sons and daughters, one son 
being manager of the Bank of Nova 
Scotis at Peterboro, and another is a 
professor in Harvard University. 

The late Senator Ferguson was 
mainly self-educated and always took 
a deep interest in agriculture. In 
1871 he was appointed a justice of 
the peace, and in 1873 became collec. 
tor of inland revenue at .Charlotte- 
town. In 1878 he was elected to the 
Legislature, and next year become 

issioner of Public. Works. In 
2680 he was appointed Commissioner 
of Public Lands and Provincial Seere- 
tary, continuing for ten years, when 
he resigned the Government and the 
Legislatare to contest—unsuccesslully 
tor the Dominion Parliament. In 
1833 he was called to the Senate. In 
December, 1834, he accepted a seat 
without portfolio in the Bowell Gov- 
ernment; and also in May,- 1896, in 
‘the Tupper Ministry, resigning short- 
ly afterward with that Ministry after 
defeat of the Conservative party 

in the general election.

Explorer Sends Word of Success of His 
Expedition. 





Message Was Sent From Point In Northern Labrador 
—ft Was First f‘hought to Be a Hoax, But DBupli- 
cate Messages Were Sent to Mrs. Peary, The 
New York Times and Arctic Club, New York. 





New York. Sept. 7.—Pary has 
reached the North Pole, though the 
details won’t be known until the in- 
trepid explorer reaches Chatham, 
Nfid., to<day. . ‘ : 

The first announcement was flashed 
from Indian Harbor, Labrador, by 
wireless via Cape Bay and Port aux 
Basques, Nfid.; Canso, N.S., and New 
York, to the Associated Press, being 
received at 12.30 p.m., saying: 

-“Stars and Stripes nailed to the 
pole.”” 
The des 
Reuter’s News Agency, London. 

The first belief that someone was 
attempting a hoax was dispelled when 
Herbert L. Bridgman, secretary of the 
Arctic Club, New York, received a 
Private cipher message, saying: 

“Pole reached. Roosevelt safe.”” 

The Roosevelt was the vessel which 
the exploring party utilized for the 
expedition. 

Another message to The New York 
Times said: R ; a 

“I have the pole, April 9. Expect 
to arrive Chateau Bay, Sept. 7. Se- 
cure control wire for me there and 
arrange expedite transmission on big 
story. 

A message to hia wile at South 
Harpswell, Muine, said: 

“Have made good at last. 

Love, 
wire again from Chateau.” 

To this she replied: ‘All well. Best 
love.

Peary’s friends have for several 
weeks past been expressing a belief 
that he had already renched his goal 
and that the news was delayed only 
by the difficulties of transmission. 
The receipt of the massage at New 
York is tdken to mean that the relief 
ship Jeannie, which left a month ago, 
has reached Etuh, Greenland, and 
established communication with Com- 
mander Peary at that point. It is pos- 
sible, however, that Peary sent word 
by a chance whaler. 

In reaching the North Pole, Com- 
mander Robert Edwin Peary has 
achieved the ambition of a lifetime. 
‘As a boy his day dreams were of an 
unexplored land far to the northward 
and such printed matter concerning 
the polar regions as fell inte his 
hands was read with absorbed inter. 
est. He was born at Cresson, Pa., 
May 6, 1858, but in his early youth 
the family removed to Maine. He 
graduated {rom Bowdoin College in 
1877, and entered the United States 
navy as civil engineer, Oct. 96, 1881. 
Three years later he was appointed 
@n assistant éngineer on the. board 
which surveyed thre route of the 
Nicaragua Ship Canal. 

In 1886 he was granted leave of ab- 
sence to visit Greenland, on what 
Proved to be the first of seven expedi- 
tions to the north, which challenged 
the admiration of the world, and 
brought unstinted fame. In 1906 he 
attained his farthest north. 

Peary's expeditions have had scien- 
tific and geographical usefulness. He 
has won the medals of the American 
Geographical Society, the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society of London, and the 
Scottish Geographical Society. In the 
Davy he won the title of “‘command- 
er.” In 1903 he was made president 
of the American Geographical Society. 

Commander Peary’s domestic life 
has been so happy that absence from 
his family has been one of his great- 
est hardships. In 1888, two years af- 
ter the return from his first visit to 
Greenland, he married Miss -Jose- 
phine Diebitsch, who upon different 
occasions nccompanied her husband 
for a considerable distance northward. 

Upon one of these trips a daughter 
was born to them, who has always 
been called-by her father “The Snow 
Maiden,” Qnd held for a timé‘a noto- 
riety rivaBtng that of the comman- 
der, as the only white child known 
to-have been born within the Arctic 
circle. > - + ; 

In 1902, after Peary had been a

DRUNKEN MAN SHOT BOY. ” 


Thirteen-Year-Old Lad Has Small 
Chances of Recovery.- 


Toronto, Sept. 7.—Johnny Kelly, a 
lad of 13 years, of 211 Lansdowne are- 
nue, is lying at the point of death in 
the Hospital for Sick Children as the 
result of drunken dare-devilishness on 
the part of one of his companions. 
He was shot with a 2-calibre ritle 
while on a siding near the railway 
bridge beside the lower end of Lans- 
downe avenue at 2.30 yesterday after- 
noon, 

The siding is apparently the ren‘ 
dezvous of a number of youths and 
men who are averse to work. Accord- 
ing to boys who were there, eight 
men secured a keg of beer early yes- 
terday morning and carried it, cover. 
ad with a bag, to-aA empty box car 
on the aiding. Thecrowd of boys 
went over and some of the oldest 
were given liquor. Among them were 
Gus Cullen, aged about I7, of 3 
Wyndham street, and John Travers, 
aged 16, of 38 St. Clarens avenue. Cul- 
len is the owner of a 22 calibre rifle. 

At about 2.30 the Kelly boy. said 
he was going home, With several of 
his boy friends he turned and walked 
away. ¥ 

After he had got about fifty feet 
from the other group, Travers, who 
had the rifle, called after him, “If 
you go home, I'll kill you.” 

Kelly and his companions turned. 
When he saw Travers point the gun 
at him he stopped. The other boys 
ducked. Then Travers pulled the 
trigger and Kelly dropped, 

The boys ran to his assistance and 
picked him up. They wanted to carry 
him’ homé when they found he had 
been shot, but he would not let them. 

“No, £ don’t want to be carried,” 
he said. White-faced, and supported 
by his friends, he walked home. 

Dr. J. H. McConnell of 625 Dundas 
street, was called in and he adminis- 
tered first aid. After examining the 
wound, he ordered the boy to be re- 
moved to the hospital. ‘ 

Kelly was put under an anesthetic 
at the hospital and Dr. Charles B. 
Shuttlecock of East Bloor street re- 
moved the bullet. It was found that 
it had twice penétrated the small in- 
testine and had finally lodged in the 
omentum. At first it was feared that 
it had passed through the kidney, as 
it entered the buck near the kidney. 

The doctors think he has but srhall 
chance for recoveriug.

NEW VEGETABLE FIBER. 


Australian Marine Plant Potssesses 
Valuable Properties. 


In Australia there was recently dis- 
covered an extraordinary fiber of ma- 
rine growth which by reason of the 
vast, ammount of the’ deposit and the re- 
markable qualities of the fiber is ex- 
pected to prove of great commercial 
importance, 

This fiber is the result of the shed- 
dings of the leaf sheath. of a sea grass 
botanically known as Posidonia aus- 
tralis and so far has been found only 
in Spencer Gulf, South Australia, 
where the sheddings have been im- 
prisoned by the action of wind amd 
waves in the sand flats of the gulf. 

‘The usea of the fiber are found by 
experiments made by competent per- 
sons to be many and varied, and 
it possesses unique qualities. It 
will spin and weave in union with 
wool and. will also take dye equally 
well, being 30 far as is known the 
only. vegetable fiber to'da this, It is 
practically noninflammable, ita char- 
ring point being 373 degreea F., and 
it is to that extent a, nonconductor, 
unlike cotton. It does not shrink and 
has more resillience than kapok. It 
is also found to be as good for ship 
calking a3 oakum. x 

Blankets and cloth woven of a mix-, 
ture of wool and this fiber, together 
with samples of the fiber in various 
stages ‘of production from plant to 
yarn, are dow on view in the sample 
toom of one of: the leading wool 
houses in’ Australia, and the manu- 
factured articles are being most fav- 
orably commented upon by those in- 
terested in the textile industries. On 
account of its splendid dyeing proper- 
ties it can also be used in the making 
of carpets; also for coir matting, hes- 
sian, bagging, woolpacks, and it ap- 
pears difficult to say to what other 
uses with proper machinery it can- 
not be put.

“Nor can the materialist 
turn aside from this demami of the 
times, for no greater value can be won 
from mountain slopes and rushing 
rivers than through the utilization of 
natural scenery In the development of 
citizens. :

The Laurentian belongs to the Al- 
lan Line Steamship Co.,- Ltd., of 
Glasgow, and ran regularly between 
Boston and Glasgow, The steamer 
was 400 feet long, 42 feet beam and 
had a tonnage of 2,897, She was 
built at Greenock in 1872. 

She was laden with flour in sacks 
and corn in bulk. 

For the lust three or four (ays the 
Nova Scotia and Newfoundland coasts 
have been enveloped in a thick cur- 
tain of fog. Her officers being un- 
able to take any observations because 
of this, the treacherous current that 
Swirl sround the southwestern New.

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Canadians Are Moderate 
in Their Drinking. 


—_—_>— 
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The report for the past fiscal year 
of the excise branch of the Depart- 
ment of Inland Revenue, like its pre- 
decessors for many years, bears ies 
timony to the moderation with which 
the people of Canada make use of in- 
toxicants, and particularly of spirits. 
From 1869 to 1885 the consumption 
of spirits seldom fell below a gallon « 
head of the population and some- 
times was almost up to the two gal- 
lon mark, After 1885 there was a 
continuous decline till 1896, when the 
average was down to 0.623, or less 
than twothirds of a gallon a head 
Whether because of the great politi- 
cal event ‘of that year, or for some 
other reason, there was an increase 
in 1906-7 to 0.723 of a gallon,.or al- 
most three quarts a head. By 1907 
the consumption was at the rate of 
0.947 of a gallon. Then there was a 
decrease again till in 1009, the year 
which ended on March 31, the con- 
sumption wax down to 0.806 of a gal- 
lon. It is difficult to say if the legal 
restrictions put upon the sale of liquor 
by the provinces generally are behind 
the changes noted. It might be -ar- 
gued that they are rather due to the 
altering customs of the people, the re- 
sult in part of the steady pressure by 
large business concerns upon their em- 
ployees and in part of the growing 
sentiment which regards over-indul- 
gence in stimulants as a sign of moral 
weakness. There is to support this 
view also the fact that as the con- 
sumption of spirits has gone down 
that of beer and malt liquor, gener- 
ally of low alcwholic strength, has 
gone as steadily up, practically doub- 
ling in twentx-three years. Last 
year (1908-9), when the breweries pro- 
duced an ocean of 37,317,000 gallons 
the consumption was 5.348 gallons a 
head, and that was almost half a gal- 
fon a head under the record of the 
Previous twelve months. Indeed beer 
seems to be driving out both ardent 
Spirits and wine. The use of the lat- 
ter has fallen from over a quart a 
head in 1874 to 0.085 of a gallon, less 
than half a pint, in 1909. And with 
the growth in the consumption of beer 
has gone up the use of tobacco in its 
various forms. In 1908, in spite of the 
reported falling off in the consump- 
tion of cigarettes and cigars, the con- 
sumption of tobacco was 2.910 pounds 
per head of the population, a figure 
only ance surpassed in the records of 
the department. The followers of the

Vacanoy. May Not be Filled 


Te is semi-offcially intimated in Ot- 
tawa that the vacancy caused by the 
death of Mr. Reid, late a member of 
the National Transcontinental Com- 
mission, may not be filled ‘unless and 
until some political exigency requires 
it. There are so mans Grit  politi- 
cians and members of Parliament af- 
ter’ the place that the Government 
feels that little would be. gained hy 
placing one supporter in a yood job 
and disappointing many othera who 
may have equal claims for political 
preferment. If the Commissioners had 
been chosen in the first place from the 
limited number of men fitted br 
learning and experience for building 
a railway through an unexplored wil- 
derness across the continent, there 
would be few aspirants for any yac- 
ancy and the candidates would not 
rely upon their political services, As 
it is, however, no politician feels him- 
self disqualified. He probably feels 
that he knows as much about civil en- 
gineering, bridge building-and con- 
struction work as did any of the pre- 
sent Commissioners at the time of 
their appointment. Perhaps they 
might feel better qualified, in some 
respects, when we recall Mr. Parent's 
attempt to build the Quebec bridge. 

However, there seems to he no rea- 
son why three N. T .R. Commission- 
ers cannot finish the work 2s well as 
four and perhaps’ no good reason 
could be given why it is necessary to 
have commissioners. The present board 
has no expert knowledge whatever 
and can only pay the contractors as 
recommended by their engineers. The 
contractors cannot ’ possibly get any 
more money than the Gorernment can 
raise for them. and they aro not like- 
ly to be aalisfied with fny less. 

It must beg said’ in defence ‘of the 
Commission, however, that the charg- 
es, so far made against'their manaye- 
ment, have heen somewhat vague and 
indefinite. _The. work is so gigantic 
and in its nature so technical that it 

ould be difficult for the Opposition

{Government to other industries, was 
ithe somewhat jarring note struck by 
E. C. Drury, master of the Dominion 
Grange at the Farmers’ Day direc- 
itors’ Iuncheon at the Exhibition yea- 
terday. The guests included Hon. 
é Daff, Provincial Minister of 
Agzicultare, G. C. Creelman, 
president of the Ontario Agricultural 
College, Goelph. Vice-President J. G. 
‘Kent was chairman. - 
|. E. O. Drary, master of the Domin- 
nm Grange, said that while agrical- 
ture was a basic industry and the 


agricultural co! was doing great 
work, he felt mistic over the out- 
look. Farming conditions in Ontario 


were not what they should be. Gen- 
eral farming industry was not pros- 
Pering as it ought. The majority of 
Ontario farms were not i a 
dividend equal to foar or five per 
cent. on the ‘capital invested. The 
Majority of farmers were going back 
despite the excellent instraction. 
Weeds were increasing, while the 
number of men to cope with the con- 
ditions was growing less. It might 
be a surprise to many people to know 
that the agricultural population of 
the province was decreasing at the 
Fate of 6,000 a year: This was not 
due to farming machinery, buat be- 
cause farmers were not able to hold 
their own in competition with other 
industries. In the interests of the 
country, it was time that the farmer 
uld be. given a square deal. Urban 
pdustries were protected by tariff 
and bonuses given iron and ateel 
mines, and the farmer had to bear 
the burden. The ¢ papers were 
not in touch with farmer and the 
urban population took no interest.

Refusing a Tuberculosis Patient.

Toronto, Sept. 9.—Sir James Whit- 
ney did not give an enormous amount 
of encouragement to a deputation of 
about forty representing the Associa. 
tion of Ontario Municipalities for the 
Betterment of Consumptives which 
waited upon him yesterday, asking 
that the Government establish two or 
more sanitaria where indigent pa- 
tients could receiye proper treatment. 

Dr. Lockhart, Hespeter: introduced 
the deputation. He said that state 
Sanitaria formed the best means for 
fighting the disease. were anx- 
ious for the Government to take hold 
of the question, and it it did not 
think the suggestion of t4e associa- 
tion best, to adopt what it (the Gov- 
ernment), was aasured would be the 
best method of procedure. He thought 
there was wisdom. in not acting too 
hastily.. The difficulty appeared to 
him to be in the {act that indigent 
cases did not reach the physician un- 
til an advanced stage had been reach- 
ed, and hospitals did not care to re- 
ceived advanced cases. . 

“There is no room for argument for 
the need of some improvement in the 
treatment of the disease,” declared 
Sir James Whitney in reply, “but 1 
think we can trust medical science 
fo keep pace with the times. There 
is nothing easier for men or munici- 
palities to say ‘Let us get the Gov- 
ernment to take hold of this thing’.”” 
He thought there was a limit to the 
powers of any. Government. The 
Government must face the ques- 
tion from the standpoint of an ordin. 
ary business transaction. The Gov- 
ernment is a trustee for the people 
and must not fritter away their 
money. Within the last tive years 
many heavy responsibilities had been 
Placed upon them. 

“Supposing we have the means, 
where are we to stop? Why not open 
@ sanitafia for smallpox?” the Pre- 
mier continued, . 

A voice: “That is not a Parallel 
case," 

The Premier was‘in favor of with- 
drawing the grant from any hospital 
that refused to take in a tuberculosis 
Patient. © 

“It has been suggested,” observed 
Sir James, ‘that when a doctor finds 
tubercular in the system of a patient, 
he should notify the Government, 
which would send down—not to him— 
but to the patient, a mass of papers 
to be read by the women in the post- 
offices, that he may be boycotted in 
the neighborhood. | It is monstrous, 
gentlemen !"* 

In promising considera§on to the 
argument, the Premier concluded by 
saying that it would not do for them 
or tae people of the country to run 
away with the idea that tee Govern- 
ment had only to look at the disease, 
and then spend money without con- 
sidering the finances of the province,

. Boston, Sept. 8.—Hans Holmer, of 
Quebec, was defeated in the 10-mile 
race by “A. €. Wood, atso of Mont- 
real, and holder of the Canadian and 
American 10-mile records, at Cale- 
dooian Grove, West Roxbury, at the 
‘twentieth annual reunion of the Scot- 
ish Socictics of Boston and vicinity. 
Twegty thousand men, women and 
children cheered Wood as he crossed 
the ‘line three yards in the lead of 
Holmer. Wood's time was 56 minutes 
16 33-S acconds. ; 

The race was started promptiy at 4 
ovclock, with 24 of the best-known 
runners of America and Canada at 
the starting linc. ‘ ; 

As Starter W.C. Stewart fired the 
revolver, starting the men, Kenealy, 
ot Boston, aprang into the lead, main 
taining the Jead until the 21-2 mile 
mark, .when Wood took first place. 
The tatters time at this mark was 
13.20, At the S-mile mark Wood was 
still in the lead, and his time there 
was 27.012.5. Wood here was only a 
lap abcad of Holmer, with Kennedy, 
of ‘this city, third. 

Duridg the seventh lap of the sixth 
mile the audience wat thrown into 
considerabic excitement, When Holmer 
passed Wood, and at the cighth mile 
the former was still leading. Holmers 
time was 38.32. 

At the beginning of the second lap 
of the cighth mile, Wood, with a fresh 
burst of speed, suceceded in passing! 
Holmer and maintained the lead ws 
til the finish of the race, winning 
first prize by a little over three 
yards) Holmtr was sccood, Williams 
third and Sullivan fourth.

When 
a Scotch laddie 16 or 18 years of age 
seeks employment with the Hudson 
Bay Co.—or just “the Cothpany,” as 
every Canadian knows it—he is requir- 
ed to pass a rigid mental and physical 
examination and to convince the ex- 
amining representative of the sound- 
ness of his moral fibre. 

Tf he pdeges the examination, says 
Fur News, fie is notitied to hold him- 
self in readiness to sail at a certain 
date for some post on the bay, but 
before entering the service he must 
sign a formal enlistment for the term 
of five years, He does not know it 
at the time, but that five years en- 
listipent, with very few exceptions, 

means a whole lifetime. 

_ Upon his arrival at York factory he 

is generally sent to pass the first five 
1 Years of his. apprenticeship in the ex- 

treme: northern districts of the Mac- 
kenzie River and Athabasca that he 

may, be entirely severed from all di- 

versions of the outer world and may 

learn without distraction the practical 
working of the Indian trade. 

During this period he is paid the 
sutn of $100 a year, with rations. Quar- 
ters dre furnished free of cost, and he 
has the privilege of purchasing cloth- 
ing from the company's store st 10 
per cent. above cost. As clothing is 
the only expense he can possibly in- 
cur, the bulk of his compensation 
remains in the’ hands of his employ- 
ets, drawing compound interest. 

For the first few years he is sales- 
man at-the companys. trade rooms, 
bat makes occasional trips to the In- 
dian camps on trading expeditions 
with the chief trader. His next ad- 
vance is to the uccountant’s office of 
the post, where he receives the offi- 
cial designation of clerk, and at this 

sition he remains until, at least, 
ourteen years of service have elaps- 


ed,\after which he is placed in one of 
the \pots or district headquarters as 


chief clerk. By this time his salary 
has nm increased to $500 yearly, and 
his ambition points only in the di- 
rection of further preferment in the 
same service.

‘Was Worth Probably One°> Hundred 
+ Million Dollars — It Is Believed

a Couple of Hours to Prevent a

Funeral Will Be Simple. 


Arden, N. Y., Sept. 10.—Edward H. 
Harriman, the greatest organizer of 
wailroads the world has known, met 
the only lasting defeat cf his active 
lif? yesterday at the hands of death. 
‘ Secluded in his magnificent home 
on Tower Hill, surrounded by mem- 
ers of his family, physicians and 
nurses, he succumbed to an intestinal

Lord Rosebery Tells of a Tale by the 
Great Beaconsfield. 


Lord Rosebery, in his life of Wil- 
liam Pitt, the younger, relates an ex- 
cellent story that he himself heard 
from the lips of Lord Beaconsfield. 
The anecdote cannot be better related 
than in the author's own words: 

“Mr. Disraeli,” he writes, “in the 
more genial and less majestic days 
before 1874, used to tell a sardonic 
story of this time. When he first 
entered Parliament he used often to 
dine at the House of Commons, where 
he was generaly served by a grim 
old. waiter of prehistoric reputation, 
who was supposed to possess a secret 
sreasure of political tradition. The 
young member sought by every, gra- 
cious art to win his confidence and 
partake of these stories, One day the 
venerable domestic relented. ‘You 
hear many lies told as history, sir,’ 
he said; ‘do you know what Mr. Pitt’s 
last words were?’ 

“Of course,’ said Disraeli, ‘they.

Every precaution has 
been taken by the authorities in pre- 
paring. this last consignment for tran- 
sit, nexerel oon crates ere peed 
in a gpecia’ ge car in charge o 
two men. Fachiconte was fitted with 
separate compartments, each of which 
accommodated one large lobster. Salt 
water, ice, and seaweed were placed 
in the crates, the temperature of 
which could be regulated. The top of 
‘the crate was fitted with an ice pack 
and a percolating salt water tank. 
Where two small lobsters were packed 
into one berth they were so placed 
that they would not bite each other.

Separate School Wins. 

North Bay, Sept. 10.—The celebrat- 
ed claim of the Separate School 
Board of Sturgeon Falls against. the 
Public School trustees of that town 
for, half"of the taxes paid by the pulp 
mill in an assessment of $40,000, Eves 
ing from 1899¢“was .arbitrated yepter- 
day by Judge Valin, who was sole 
arbitrator under the Michaud Act. 

He found the Separate School en- 
titled to one-half the taxes on the 


pulp mill for the years 1299 and 1903 
inclusive, and 1907; -for+the years 
1904, 1905, 1906, 1903, the taxes not 


having been paid by the pulp mill, 
no award could be made, but when 
paid the same ruling, he thought, 
should apply. 

Mr. McFarlane of Toronto repre- 
sented the Public School; J. M. Me- 
Namara, K.Cy of North Bay, the 
Sturgeon FalTs Council, and G. A. 
McCaughey of North Bay, the Separ- 
ate Schoq). 

Strong arguments were placed be- 
fore the judge by the Tesdnto counsel 
as to the act being ultra vires, but 
thy judge ruled that it was within 
th powers of the Legislature to pass 
the act. 

The decision is important, as it 
raises the right of the Separate 
Schools to share in a portion of the 
taxes levied on a limited corporation 
carrying on businesa in the munici- 
pality.

The imfiu- 
ence of the angels along licentious 
linea seemingly tended more and more 
to degrade humanity, so that we read 
that God beheld that “every imagina- 
tion of man’s heart was evil, and only 
evi 
closing of that epoch or “world” 
those angels which had not sought 
to abandon the angelic plane of be- 
ing were restrained in Tartarus, our 
éarth’s atmosphere, until the judg- 
ment of the great day of trouble in 
the close of this “world,”* when evi- 
dently they will recover their power 
of muaterialization. 

“This present evil world’ differs 
from “the world before the flood” in 
that it is not under the ministration 
of the ungels—but man, in a general 
sense; is left to himself. Since the 
flood the world in general has been 
Going on just as if there were no God, 
the exceptions, aside from the Jewish 
nation and the Church of Christ, be- 
ing the destruction of the Sodomites 
.and the preaching of Jonah to the 
Ninevites, warning them ‘that they 
were about to perish. In other words, 
so far as outward sppearance gocs, 
God has allowed the world to take 
its own course, interfering only when 
the corruption became so great as to 
“make life injurious rather than a fay- 
or. We may also understand the 
Scriptures to teach that God has had 
a silent supervision of the nations to 
hinder them from overturning or dis- 
turbing any feature of the Divine pro- 
gtam. He is wise enough to know 
how to make the wrath of man to 
praise him and the remainder more 
than this he will restrain. 

8t. Paul, reviewing the question of 
human degradation as exhibited in 
heathendom, ete., explains that the 
\§feat deterioration in the human fam- 
ily is the result of man’s being left to 
himself as respects the Divine super- 
vision. He says, looking back along 
the line of Noah's descendants, 
“When they knew God they glorified 
him not as God, neither were thank- 
ful. * * © And even as they did not 
like to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them over to a reprobate 
mind"’—they giving themselves over 
to things that were not profitable, de- 
filing themselves, etc. (Romans i, 
21.23), 

This condition of things continued 
from Noah's day until 31-2 years af- 
ter our Lord's cracifixion, when the 
®pecial favor of God toward the na- 
tion of Israel terminated and the 
“middle wall of partition was broken 
down”—Corneclius being the first Gen- 
tile admitted to the privileges of the 
Gospel. From that time onward the 
Proclamation of the Gospel was not 
restricted to the Jewish nation, but is 
for whosoever may have ‘‘an ear to 
hear” of every nation, people, kindred 
and tongue, 

During the long period from Noah 
to Christ — Twenty-Five Hundred 
years—God, as we have seen, had no 
dealing with the world, but he did 
have very special dealings with Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob, and then sub- 
sequently with the nation of Isracl. 
To those patriurchs he gave an Oath- 
Bound Covenant, that through their 


y posterity he would ultimately bless 


all the families of the earth. More- 
over, the character of. the promise 
was such thut it implied not only the 
resurrection of the patriarchs, but the 
resurrection also of all the families of 
the earth that have gone down into 
death under the great Adamie sen- 
tence (Romans v,/12, 17, 19). * 
* The nation of Israel was segregated 
from all the other nations of the world 
and bound to the Lord andthe to 
them by the Covenant of the Law 
entered into at Mount Sinai. Under 
the terms of that Covenant it was 
implied that that whole nation should 
constitute the seed of Abruham and 
tule and bless all other nations, but 
the conditions were the keeping of 
the Law perfectly. God, of course, 
knew that, as imperfect men, Israci 
had under taken an impossible con- 
tract. But he also knew that under 
his supervision the contract would 
Dot eventually be to their disadvan. 
tage, but the reverse. He used that 
nation as a typical people, their jubi- 
leeg representing the “times of resti- 
tution” (Acts iii, 20) coming to the 
world under the Millennial reign of 
Christ. Their day Sabbaths typified a 
coming blessing to Spiritual Israel. 
Their year Snbbath typified a coming 
blessing to the world, to the universe. 
Their Day of Atonement for sins typi- 
fied the duy of better sacrifices, of 
Christ and. the Chareh. Indeed, we 
may understand that fleshly Israel 
and all of its great affairs were typical 
foreshadowings of God’s greater bless- 
Ings to come in after dispensations 
The culmination of the Lord’s deal- 
ings with Israel -was reached, as he 
had intended from the beginning, 
yhen our Lord Jesus left the glory 
of the Father on the heavenly plane 
and was made flesh, being born under 
the Law Covenant. Not being a 
direct: member of the human family, 
but “holy, harmless and separate 
from sinners,” he was periect and 
fully able to keep all the terms of 
that Law Covenant, and did so. Thus 
under thé provisions ot the Law Cov 
enant he, and he alone, of all the 
Jewish nation, could claim the rights

All the prophe- 
cies implied that Messiah would be- 
gin his work with Israel and that it 
should progress through Israel to all 
‘nations, But the prophecies did not 
event hint at the fact that before giv- 
ing the “‘festitution” blessing to Is- 
racl, under the New (law)_Covenant 
of Jeremiah xxxi, 31, Messiah would 
first make use of his “restitution” 
authority for the gathering of a spe- 
cial class of people, ‘'s holy nation, 
a peculiar people, a royal priesthood.” 
This, as the Apostle tells us, was kept 
a “‘Mystery,” and, generally speaking, 
it is still a “Mystery,” not only to 
Israel, bu} to the world. The gather- 
ing of the Spiritual Israelites was the 
first step in the new program. Those 
of the Jewish nation at our Lord’s 
First Advent who were of the right 
attitude of heart were transferred 
from .Moses to Christ, from nat- 
ural Israe} to spiritual Israel. Then, 
as we have seen, from the time of 
Cornelius onward the Gospel message 
ag n {free to all who have: the 
believing heart and hearing ear to 
take the message. These, as a whole, 
43. our Lord intimated, are but_4 Jit- 
tle flock.” His words were, “Fear 
not, little flock;‘for it is your Father’s 
food pleasure to give you the King- 
dom” (Luke vii, 33). 

« The Kingdom, the life eternal, etc., 
“hich the Lord has to give away, are 
those of Adam, which were lost 
through his disobedience and repur- 
chased by our Lord at Calvary. These 
he gives to his followers, the “‘little 
flock,”’ but not to keep. Earthly resti- 
tution blessings are irs to sacrifice 
only. Whoever will not accept them 
on these terms cannot be Jesus’ dis- 
ciples. Such are the terms of the 
heavenly or high calling bestowed 
upon his followers. They must take 
up their cross and follow him in the 
sacrifice of earthly life and earthly 
restitution rights, if they would share 
with him the glory and honor that 
will be his in his exalted station.

YOUR BLOOD 1S POISONED | 
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FARMERS DO' WELL. 

Increase In Grain Crop This Year Is 
(Nearly $60,000,000. . 

Ottawa, Sept. 13.—A supplementary 
crop bulletin issped “by the census 
and branch shows that, as compared 
with last year, Canada’s crop ‘yields 
shows a remarkable increase. 

Of wheat, it is estimated that Cana- 
‘dian farmers will have for ale 168,- 
000,000 bushels, over forty-three mil- 
lion’bushels more than last year. 

The oat crop is estimatal at 345,919,- 
000,.an increase of over eighty-four 
million bushels. 

There is also an increase of over 
seven million bushels in the produc- 
tion of barley. “ 

The only province which does not 
show a substantial increase in the 
yield of wheat, oats and barley is 
Ontario. 

It is estimated that the wheat crop 
of the west will execeed last year's 
crop by forty-five million bushels. 
There is a big increase in the produc- 
tion of hay and clover. 

The crop should be worth from filty 
to sixty million dollars more to te 
Canadian farmers than that harvest- 
ed in 1903, 


Aground In River.

‘for the use of oriental labor. There 
are 850 miles of mountain work to be 
done, he said, and ofthis only 100 
miles have been graded, -this portion 
of the work taking over a year. There 
remain 750 milea of more difficult 
work. The contractors can get only 
2,000 men and must have $3 a day; 
which is too much for navvy work. 
If the work is to be finished in rea- 
sonable time other than white labor 
must be used. 
Within the next two years 25,000 
men should be at work. With them 
it will take four years to do the work. 








To Lease Kingston Dry Dock.

VOTING BY MAIL. 


In Australia That 
Helps Out the Women. 


Many women of refinement admit 
that their greatest objection to the 
{ranchise—if they have any objection 
—lies in the fact that to record their 
votes they have to share the publicity 
of a possibly boisterous electorat 
booth, and run the gauntlet of mixing 
sith the noisy rabble of an election- 
day crowd. “If the electoral fran- 
chise could be ridden of all the objec- 
tionable features which suggest mas- 
culinity (and the public booth neces- 
sarily entails some of these features),

we would advocate the rights of wo- 
men much more heartily.” Thus a 
woman writes recently on the sub- 
ject. s 

In certain parts of Australia, where 
adult franchise has been in force for 
some years, and where woman has an 
equal share with man in the election 
of representatives to attend the Leg- 
islature, they have overcome this 
great difficulty, namely, the manner of 
secording the ballot. They have pro- 
vided that women may vote by mail 
from their own homes or at a Govern- 
ment office before the regular elec- 
tion days. This provision originally 
was made in the electoral law of 
Queensland, the northernmost state of 
Australia—when woman suffrage first 
was granted by the atate—as a means 
of enabling women who lived at great 
distances from polling stations to re- 
cord their votes; also to be taken ad- 
vantage of by women who were ill and 
could not travel. 

In Australia, the country of great 
distances, there nre isolated farms 
and ranchea (known aa “runs,’) for 
the convenience of which it would be 
impossible to establish separate poll- 
ing booths, with presiding officers and 
the reat, and so, in order not to ex- 
clude women living in such places 
from the privileges of the franchise, 
this emergency provision was insert- 
ed in the electoral law of Queensland. 
The provision worked so well that the 
state of Queensland later decided to 
make the clause apply to women gen- 
erally throughout the country, and 
now, instead of having to dreas and 
go out, rain or shine, and mix with 
the excited crowds on election day, 
the women of the cities, as well as 
those of the rural places, may record 
their votes in privacy. 

The system has been found to work 
80 well that it probably will be adopt- 
ed byacthe Feder Government 
throughout ‘Australia. At present it 
operates only in connection with some 
state elections, but there is a promis- 
ing agitation to have the same system 
adopted for the federal elections. In 
fact, the federal Prime Minister has 
agreed to insert the necessary provi- 
sion inithe electoral act to be amend- 
ed’at the next session of Parliament

Toronto, Sept. 16.—The metropol:- 
tan crime of wrecking by means of 


a bomb, which hes been unpleasantly 


common in Chicago, and othee Amer- 
ican cities was introduced to the To- 
ronto police at 10 o'clock last night 
when the Chinese restaurant ran by 
Sam Lee at 209 York street, was de 
molished by a bomb placed under a 
table in the centre of the dining- 


room of the resturant. 
Two men, the only two who had 


been in the place for some time be- 
fore the explosion, are under arreat 


charged with ‘placing the explosive, 
but declare that they know nothing 
of the matter. The police, however, 
say that they have evidence that on 


entering the place, a trooper at Stan- 


ley Barracks, showed s bulge in his 


pocket and remarked significantly, 


“There will be something doing here 
to-night, shooters.” 

The explosion was heavy and could 
be heard for blocks and in a moment 
or two a large crowd had gathered 
about the little restaurant, the heavy 
plate glass front of which was blown 
out into the street. 

The atory told by Queenie Oliver, 
waitress and cashier, and the only 
white employe of the place, is minute 
in all save that it fails to supply any 
motive for the crime. Queenie who is 
about 20 years of age and a slight, 
father plain-looking girl, was in the 
Plsce at the time and had a mira- 
culous escape from death or serious 
injury. « 

She says she was in the place when 
the two men, Trooper Wood- 
ward, % years of age, of the Royal 
Canadian Dragoons, an Englishman, 
and Herbert Wilkinson, English, 19 
years, who has only been two days 
in the city, came in. They ordered 
temperance beer and sat at a table 
Near the door. They drank the beer 
and then went to a table about: the 
centre of the room and close to the 
. She sat at the cashier’s 
desk, which is beside the window 
and separated from the table by a 
heavy curtain. The men did not or- 
der anything at this table and in a 
minute or two got up and went rapid- 
ly out of the front door. A moment 
later there was a terrific explosion. 
Tables, chairs and dishes were thrown 
about like hail and the heavy glass 
front was thrown inlo the street. 
When the dust and debris had sub- 
sided she looked about on a place 
which resembled an earthquake relic. 

In a moment a number of police 
had gathered. Inspector Wm. Davis 
of No. 1 division, in which the place 
% situated, was at Bay and Adelaide 
street. He rapidly made his way to 
the scene and ordered the soldier 
into custody. This was done by Po- 
licemun Sockett. Inspector Davis 
himself picked out Wilkinson, who 
had stayed to see the wreck. Both 
were hurried to the Court street sta- 
tion,

WOES OF THE “BLIND-PIGGER.” 


Troubles of the IMicit Saloonk: 
Up North. 

One of the most exciting pastimes 
in the north country is “blind-pig- 
fing,” and according to the skill of 
the operator can be one of the most 
profitable or most expensive pursuits 
in which » man can engage. Where 
liquor is prohibited mankind estab- 
lishee a new code of honor and re- 








eeper 


spectability so far as that particular’ 


form of law-breaking is concerned, 
and the man who runs a blind pig, 
insofar as his goods is pure and his 
place décent, is quite a valued mem- 
ber of the community. The pains and 
penalties of the law usually take the 
form of fines und these come to be 
looked upon as’s sort of license, due 
to the Government, bet in no way 
shameful. At least this is how the 
dealer and consumer view the matter. 

In Elk Lake the country is fairly 
honeycombed with ‘“‘speak-easies,”” 
and the citizens of the town are prone 
to boast that liquor is as easy to get 
there as if the law had never inter- 
fered. You have to be known for a 
solid citizen of the place or at least a 
bona fide thirsty man, and you can 
get your drink at fifteen cents for a 
—_ of beer and the. more expensive 

rinks in proportion, “for, you know, 
the running expenses are high.” 

On the day that the legislative par- 
ty reached Elk Lake the gentlemen 
with a leaning to beer were woe-be- 
gone witnesses of a pitiful sight. In- 
Spector Morrison had arrived from To- 
Tonto with an official record of the 
analysis of about $1,600 worth of beer. 
The juice had been brought in as 
harmless two per cent. stuff, but it 
Proved to be abvut eight per cent.

There are two lines of boats plying 
between Latchfortd and Elk Lake and 
the route they traverse is a wonderful- 
ly picturesque bit of country. The 
trip is made in four stages, rendered 
Hecessary by three portages. The first 
at Pork Rapids, seven miles up the 
river, is a three-minute walk over a 
spit of land and the break in the 
Toute can be made navigable in the 
summer by damming up the stream 
at the Latchford cnd. The second one 
is at Flat Rapids, twenty-eight miles 
farther on, and this can easily 
dynamited and cleared. The third 
and greatest is Mountain Chutes, 
three miles beyond, and a lock will 
be necr@ary ut this point. Twelve 
miles remain of the fiffy-mile run 
from Latchford to Elk City. The last- 
Named town end its twin site, Smyth, 
are beuttifully situated at the nar- 
f rowest point of the river and are con- 
nected by a floating bridge. Smyth 
is a Government sile, and Elk City 
has been privately murketed, Two 
years ago there was not the vestige 
of a town, but to-day they are thriv- 
ing little centres for prospectors and 
not a little gardening is being done 
to supply the mining camps.

Although every 
moment lessened his chance of break- 
ing through be galloped over to the 
gun, lifted it from its carriage and’ 
with his revolver in his right hand 
started to cut’ his way out of the’ 
enemy. The gun had been hard at 
work Jor some time and as a conse 
quence it was alinost red hot. Hol- 
land never flinched although it was 
only a few seconds before his kbaki 
tunic was charred! and his. flesh. siz- 
zling. For more than a mile he gal 
loped with the heavy. piece of artil- 
lery under his left arm, fighting with 
his right as long as his cartridges 
lasted.

Ottawa Journal: A most regrettable 
tragedy occurred at the exhibition 
grounds shortly before noon to-day 
when on® nian Jost lis life and two 
others were ascrerely injured. The 
aceldent happened ‘in connection with 
the first flight of the Nassr airship 
and bas cast a gloom ever the entire 
falr. 

The dead man is Edward Kaitting, 
of Belleville, Ont.. and the injured 
Malcolm MacOumpbell, 119 Albert 
street, city, and Carl E. Wingerter, 
one of Mr. Nassr’s assistants. 

The accident was caused by — the 
framework of the airship in ascending 
becoming entangled in a couple of 
electric wires of high voltage which 
were strung across the grounds. The 
men rushed forward and grabbed the 
framework of the airship and being 
standing on the wet’ ground causeda 
complete clreuit and over 2.200 volts 
Were received: 

The ‘three men “topped over — ap- 
parently dead but owing to the heroic 
afforts of bystanders two were resus- 
eitated but Kaitting could not be 
brought to life, although worked orer 
for more thio an hour. Sas 


The victim of the accident was well 
known in the city and throughout 
the country, as be had been for some 
years past. attending fuirs at varjous 
oluccs.

A Florida Sport With an Element of 
Uncertainty In It. 

“Hunting alligatora at olght with a 
bullseye lantern and shotgun is tame 
sport compared with what is called a 
gator bunt in Florida,” valid ac old 
Floridian who ts visiting New York. 
“I mean the feat of capturing an alll. 
gator alive and then towing the fellow 
to bigh ground through mud and water 
from what is called in Florida a ga- 
tor hole,

THE BUFFALO. - 
A Good Surveyor and One of Our First 
Roadmakers. 

The buffalo was a good surveyor, It 
did not reason out why it should go in 
@ certain direction, but {ts sure instinct 
took {t by: the easiest and most direct 
paths, over bigh lands and low, to the 
salt licks and water courses which 
were its goal, The authors of “The 
Story of the Great Lakes.” Edward 
Channing and M. F. Lansing, say that 
the baffalo observed something like 
the principles which today govern the 
civil engineer. 

As soon as the explorer landed on 
the southern shores of Lakes Erie, 
Michigan and Supecior be came upon 
doffalo roads or “traces.” Sometimes 
these were barrow ditches, a foot wide 
and from six inches to two feet deep, 
trodden down by the Impact of thou- 
sands of hoofs as herd after herd of 
buffaloes had stamped along tn singte 


would be gradually widened. 
Again, an Immense herd of these 
beavy animals woald crash through 
the forest, breaking in their rapid 
progress a broad, deep road from one 
feeding ground to another. As this 
route would be followed again and 
again by this and other herds, it wookd 
become level and hard as a rock, so 
that there was great rejoicing in plo- 
beer settlements when the weary road- 
makers, struggling with log causeways 
and ewampy hollows, came upon a 
firm, solid buffalo trace. Nor was this 
an uncommon experience. 
The line of many of these roads ts 
followed today by our rallroads and 
canals, as It was followed by our log 
toads and turnpikes, 
The buffalo followed the level of the 
valley. He swerved round bigh points 
whenever it was possible, crossing the’ 
ridges and watersheds at the best oat- 
ural divides and gorzes, and he crossed 
from one side of a stream of water to 
the other repeatedly in order to avold 
climbing up from the level, after the 
fasbion of our modern loop railways.

‘dustrial depression, was 3,184,388 barrels, and no less than 8,495,961 barrels were manufactured in Canada: Erxisting trade conditions indicate that 
the consumption during 1909 will largely exceed that of 1908.¢ 

The increase is not abnormal, nor due to merely local causes. In the year 1888, it is estimated that less than 200,000 barrels of cement were 
Ra manufactured on the North American continent; and the enormous growth of the business is shown by the fact that in 1908 approximately 55,000,000 
barrels were there produced.

pole which implies a territorial’ claim 


op.the part of the United States. The }' 


attitude of Canada Jong has been‘that 
‘ehe claims all Jand lying to: the north, 
and the indefatigable and expensive 
Captain Bernier has found time dur- 


ing the consumption’ of the stores, for 


which the steamer:*Arctic’’ is famous, 
to. hoist the Canadian- flag on sundry 
northern islands. Commander Peary’s 
claim thus. is viewed with a good deal 
Of interest, and the Cabinet has been 
discussing the matter. 

As often happens when the Cabinet 
discusses matters outside of immediate 
‘party politics, it has been stirred up 
from Great Britain. A Conservative 
member of the British House of Com- 

Mons, the Canadian-born Sir Gilbert 
Parker, asked a question on the sub- 
ject ; the Colonial Office cabled to know 
what the Canadian Government had 
to say on the subject, and the Cana- 
dian Government forthwith began to 
consider. We are given to understand 
that its answer was a reassertion of 
the Canadian claim to all land be- 
twéen the northern ‘shore of the con- 
tinent and the north pole.

The Government has taken notice of 
the distressing state of affairs and is 
trying to devise ways and means of 
relieving the situation, but ‘it is deem- 
ed unlikely that Calais will ever be 
Testored to its former state of pros- 
perity,

The fastest and most powerfal war- 
ship ever seen in American waters is 
H.M.S. cruiser Inflexible, Sir Edward 
Seymour's flagship, which will lead the 
British squadron in the coming naval 
parade in commemoration of the dis- 
covery of the Hudson River. The In- 
flexible is of the new type known as 
Dreadnought cruisers. The world has 
nothing to match her except her sis- 
ter ships of the British navy. The Am- 
erican newspapers have discorered that 
the British flagship will be in a sense 
the most interesting feature of the 
great parade. The Brooklyn Eagle in- 
forms its readers that this great cruis- 
er is much faster than the giant Cun- 
arders which have so frequently brok- 
en the trans-Atlantic records of late. 
“The Inflexible,"’ the Eagle says, ‘‘is 
not a cruiser in the sense that we 
have been accustomed to use the word, 
but rather a very fast battleship with 
a somewhat less powerful armament 
and a lighter armor belt than the 
original Dreadnought, but with vaat- 
ly greater horse power and about six 
kuots an hour more speed than the 
Drosdnought and her successors, the 
Bellerophon, Temeraire and Superh. 

“The Inflexible helongs to the battle- 
ship-cruiser class, of which the other 
members are the Invincible, the In- 
domitabla and the still uncompleted 
Indefatigible. |The Indomitable was 
chosen to carry the Prince of Vales 
to the Quebec celebration Idst: sear, 
and made a record for sustained sped 
never before equalled. The report 
that the Inflexible will try to better 
that record on hor trans-Atlantic voy- 
age makes her assignment to the ccle- 
bration a matter of more than ardin- 
ary interest, especially to naval men. 

“Spectators of the naval pdrade wil! 
see in this ship the greatest ommbina- 
tion of speed and power so far pos- 
sible to constructive science? Oving 
to her comparatively small  4isplace- 
ment, about half that of the Maure- 
tania and Lusitania, and her 40.00¢ 
horse power, the Inflexible, steaminz 
at her maximum of twenty-seven knots 
an hour, could overhaul either of these 
fleet liners, and with her eight 12-

000 bushels, being 25.22) and 21.39 
bushels per acre respectively. The 
total yield is 168,386,000 bushels, or 
21.73 bushels per acre, as against 
124,690,000 bushels at the same time 
last year. Oats with an average yield 
of 38.15 bushels per acre give an ag- 
Bregate of 154,919,000 - bushels, and 
barley, with an average of 30.55 bush- 
els, gives an aggregate of 56,975,000 
bushels.

An Ancient Bible. 
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ROCHESTER LADY HAS ONE 
WHICH IS 276 YEARS OLD. 


Rochester, N. Y¥., Sept. 22.— An in- 
teresting heirloom, a Bible 276 years 
old, in the possession of Mr. B. F- 
Titus, of Sidney street, Rochester. The 
Bible is one of the early copies of the 
King James_version, and han been in 
the possession of the maternal ances- 
tors of Mrs. Titus for generations. It 
was once rebound, after it came into 
the hands of Mrs. Titus’ great-grand- 
mother, who begged it as a gift from | 
her father when he was about to sell! 
it with other family possessions, 

The present binding is of leather, 
and the book is in an admirable state 4 
of preservation. The ‘print is still 
legible and distinct, although the} 
leaves are discolored with ‘age and 
some of them are tarn. The title page 
bears the date 1688, in Roman numer- 
als, and the name of the publisher, 
Robert Barker, Printer to the King’s 
Most Excellent Majests, London. On 
the fly leaf is inscribed the name of 
the hookdealer who rebound the vyl- 
ume, Watson Lee, and a number ‘of 
old family records. Besides the Old 
and the New Testaments, the volume 
contains the marriage and burial ser- ; 
vice, litanies and other parts of the 
Anglican church liturgy. 

The Bible was brought to America in 
1802 by Mr. and Mrs.- William Hill,

Rivers-Wilson paid his compliments to 
the Government for the batch it has 
made of the stretch of the Transcon- 
tinental from Winnipeg to Superior 
Junction — the district where Major 
Hodgins charged graft prevailed. Af- 
ter speaking enthusiastically of the G. 
T. P. line west of Winnipeg he went 
on; “There ix only one bitter taste 
left in my mouth,” continued Sir 
Charles, “and that ix the condition of 
the portion of the road which is un- 
der Government contract, east of Wine 
nipeg to Superior Junction. On our 
side we have built a magnificent road 
from Winnipeg west to Edmonton, 
gnd have also constructed the neces- 
sary line from the head of the Great 
Lakes to Superior Junction, where the 
G.T.P. joins the National Transcon- 
tinental—and a magnificent road it in. 

“All these things we have done. 
fairly on time, and well completed. 
But on this essential stretch between 
Winnipeg and Superior Junction the 
contractors under the Government, af- 
ter some four and a half years, have 
completed a more or less unfinished 
120 miles out of 245 miles of their con- 
tract. 

“This failure to complete the work 
on time has been a great disappoint- 
ment to me and the company,’ said 
Sir Charles, “and 1 have no doubt it 
will be an equal disappointment to 
the Dominion Government, ax well as 
the people of Canada, whose interests 
demand that the road should be com- 
pleted without delay.’”’ 

Asked as to when the Grand Trunk 
Pacific proper, that is the company- 
constructed portion of the Transcon- 
finental, would be completed, Sir 
Charles Rivers-Wilson replied:

THE TRANSCONTINENTAL. 

The stee] has been put down for 40 
miles west of Cochrane on the Trans- 
fontinental Railway and will be ex- 
tended twenty miles further within 
the next thirty days 

Two temporary bridges bad to be 
built, the permancnt steel structure 
will be gut in place during the win- 
ter. The grade practicajly completed 
for 100 miles west of Cochrane. 

Eas of Cochran¢ contractors have 
had some trouble with a koffer dam 
at the Abitibi, where the high bridge 
is to be built. 

Because there is no temporary 
structure here the contractors, Foley, 
Welsh and Stuart, are now engaged 
cutting out a ftote-road sixty-five 
miles long through the forest north- 
east of Lake Abitibi. Across this: 
Jake and over this new. made trail 
they will carry supplies during the 
winter. These supplies will be cached 
at intervals along the line for use 
when spring opens again. About sixty 
miles of the first 106 miles of grade 
has been completed. The steel is, 
down and the track is being ballasted 
for’ the first cight miles ease of 
Cochrane to the Abitibi River.

STEAM SHOVEL AT WORK HOLDS 
RECORD FOR AMERICA. 


Trenton, Sept. 24.—Good progress 
ix being made in’ the work on the 
Trent Canal in this vicinity. Lock two 
is completed, and all forces are now 
at work on dams two and three and 
lock three. This fall will see the com- 
pletion of the two dams and two locks 
and the excavation of the canal below 
the G. T. R. tracks.

It is stated that the steam sho- 
vel here has the record for America, 
having taken out 38,000 to 40,000 
yards of rock per month.

ELECTION SEEMS SURE 








Political Agents In Old Land Are Sat- 
isfied That There Will Be a Gen- 
eral Election In December or Jan- 
uary—lIf Lords Reject Budget the 
Liberals May Win on Reform of 
Upper House. _ 


London, Sept. 25.—The agents of 
both political parties now are con- 
‘vinced that a general election will 
take place, eithér in December or 
January, the date depending upon 
twhether the House of Lords shall re- 
ject the ‘budget outright, or take a 
More temporizing course. The House 
of Commons will conclude ita discus- 
sion of the budget and send it to the 
House of Lords about October 21° 

Meantime the peice campaign, 
which is proceedihg throughout the 
country, is approaching dimensions of 
® general election campaign. The Con- 
Servatives are well organized and 
claim to be fully prepared. . With 
four hundred new. candidates, both 
sides appenr equally confident, but 
it is evident that the leaders of the 
Conservatives are far from agreed as 
to the best course to pursue. 

Should the House of Lords reject 
the budget, it would be extremely 
Probable that the Liberals might win 
on the double issue of reform of the 
House of Lords and the budget. For 
this reason the shrewd moderate men 
on the Conservative side are anxious 
to make the election struggle, as Mr. 
Balfour recently put it down, tariff 
reform versus socialism, keeping the 
question of the House of Lo in the 
background, and it is believed that 
Mr. Balfour and Lord Lansdowne are 
in favor of the House of Lords ac- 
cvpting the budget, on the under. 
standing that the Government will 
immediately dissolve Parliament and 
appeal to the country. 








Blythe Again Reprieved. 

Toronto, Sept. 25.—Walter Blytho, 
twice reprieved from the death sen. 
tence, will not be hanged Friday 
next, the date set for his execution, 
and to-day his chance for the com- 
mutation of his death sentence is 
brighter than it yet has been since 
his sentence. 

Yesterday the Court: of Appeal di- 
rected that T. C. Robinette, K.C., his 
counsel apply to Justice W. KR. Rid- 
dell for a stated case on the ground 
that he should have specifically charg- 
ed the jury that if Blythe, at the 
time the crime was committed, was 
in such a state of intoxication as not 
to be capable of forming an intention 
of killing his wife that it would then 
be the duty of the jury to tind him 
guilty of manslaughter and not of 


murder.

Japanese immigration 
fell off by 7,107 during the year. and 
only six Hindus entcred Canada, aos 
compared with 2,693 in the previous 
year. During the year 3,803 immi- 
rants were rejected at ocean ports, 
and 1,748 were deported since 1902. 
when the system went into operation, 
having been 3,149. Of the deporta- 
tions 2,007 hare been English, 206 
Scotch, and 149 Americans. -

In 
it are found globular masses of weed 
coutaining tish eggs and known as Osh 
venta. 

turestigations show that the Soating 
weed of the Sargasso sea is the chusen 
breeding place of species of fying Osh. 
The eggs found in the nests were at- 
tributed to certain species of Osb found 
reating on them, but careful examina- 
tun cf the eggs shows that they really 
belong to fying fish. : 

Apparently, howerer, the Oying Osh 
do not make the nests themselves. 
Each end of the egg of these Osh Is 
furnished with buncbes of very long 
filamentary tevdrils, and by means of 
these the Ovely divided branches of, 
the Sargassum weed bare been caught 
together tn globular masses.

TREES*IN HOLLAND. 
All Streets and Canals Bordered With 
Elme or Lindens. i 

The aterage. Dutch town ts an at- 
tractive place In the summer months, ' 
since practically every street and canal 
fs bordered with shade trees, which — 
sbut out the giare of {be sun and offer } 
cool apd Inviting avenues for the ex- : 
Ploration of the tourist. The banks of 
these canals are generaYy terraced In : 
two lerels—the lower one for ware- } 
houses and the upper for shops a 
dwellings, but each eleration ts plant- 
ed with trees. 

At best a city is an exceedingly poor 
Tocation for tree culture. Narrow 
streets, with tall buiidiogs, exclade the 
life giving sunlizht; aspbalt or closely 
pared walks prevent the necessary 
molsture from sinking into the ground ! 
and nourishing thirsty roots, and leak- 
age from the gas mains fs a deadly 
polson to nll vegetation. For.this rea- 
sop care should be exercised tn the 
Selection of the variety of trees for 
street planting tn order to cet the best 
requits. Jn Holland time has demon- 
strated that the elm and HModen should 
be placed In the first rank, for there 
are many examples of these species tn 
Dutch towns which have withstood 
the ravages of more than two cen- 
turies, The elm appears to be the 
hardier of these two trees and will 
live under most edverse conditions. 

The Dutch municipalities expend 
large sums each year for the preserva- 
tlon of their sbade trees, but tho re- 
sults amply justify the cost for main- 
tenance.—Harper’s Weekly.

The Upper House in the meantime 
is further aggravating the Liberals. 
Lord Lansdowne ast night, while per- 
suading the Lords not to reject the 
Trish land bill, promised to support 
the drastic amendments to this meas- 
ure when it reaches the committee 
stage. 





Canada Importing Gold. 
Montreal,. Sept. 29—Gold to the 
amount of $800,000 was received in 
Montreal yesterday, of which $500,- 
000 was for the Bank of Montreal and 
$900,000 for the Bank of Nova Scotia. 
The gold was withdrawn from the 
New York market, where the banks 
have ‘large available reserves for 
monetary contingencies, and will be 
available for domestic requirements. 
The return of-this gold to this coun- 
try is coincident with an increasing 
demand for funds throughout Canadas. 
Apart from the general stimulation 
in practically all channels of trade 
and commerce throughout the Dom- 
inion, which would naturally call for 
a greater volume of money than a 
year ago, it is customary at this time 
of year to prepare-for a rush of ex- 
ports. Se 
This rush usually sets in a month 
and a half or two months before the 
closing of navigation. It ia evident 
the banks are preparing for the situa- 
tion. 





New Catholic Dioceses. 


London, Sept. 29.—(C.A.P. Cable.)— 
A despatch from Rome says that as 
a# result of the first plenary council of 
the Roman Catholic Church in Can- 
uda proposals have been made to the 
Vatican for the creation of ngw dio- 
ceses, especially in the western pro- 
vinees, including one the bishop of 
which would reside in Regina. The 
subdivision of the dioceses in the 


eastern provinces is also suggested, 
If a redistribution took place the dio- 





cese of Ottawa would probably be 
split up into dioceses, the provincial 
border being taken ag the ecclesiasti- 
cal boundary. Such division is more 
likely in consequence of the French- 
Canadians’ claim for a diocese and 
bishop of their own.

U. S. Consul Calculates American 
Capital’ Invested fn Canada,’ 


A return, which will be interesting 
to Canadians, has been m the 
United States Consul at Owen Sound, 
covering thy principal manufacturing 
establishments in Canada which are 
branches ‘of Unifed States ‘concerns. 
In ill, 123 are given, most of them 
large companies. Toronto has the 
largest number—no lesa that 43. This 
is followed by Montreal, with 18; 
Hamilton, ae IL; - Windsor, - 8; 
ae ‘rville, G; Niagara Falls, 5; St. 

Catharines and Welland, 4 each, and 
Chatham, London, Sault Ste. Marie, 
3 each. The agrregate capital is said 
to excerd $125,000,000, and the activ. 
ity covers pretty much every line of 
manufacture, 

The tariff gets the chief ccredit for 
effecting these gains, but some of the 
American newcomera stute that the 
tariff is by no means the sole con- 
sideration. A cenbination of circum. 
stances induced them to take action. 
They had arrived at the opinion that 
the Canadian market was at the be- 
ginning of a big expansion and wish- 
ed to be right qn the ground to take 
advantage of it. Also, they had no- 
ticed that their Canadian customers 
evinced a strong disposition, other 
things being e Se Pt to favor articles 
made in Cana Then they found 
that there were in the Dominion a 
number of excellent manufacturing 
sites from. which all the great dis-

Canada’s Water Power. 

There ore few, if any, countrics 
which have such magnificent water 

pwers us Canada possesses, says The 

ancouver Daily News, The develop- 
ment of electrical science has given 
these water powers a value far be- 
yond what they were considered to 
have thirty or even twenty years ago. 

In the cheap prosncues of power 
_Which is poasible by the utilization 
f the currents of our rivers and 
treams, we have the most important 
factor for the foundation of all lines 
of manufacture under most favorable 
conditions. 

Mr. Challies estimates the miniegim 
flow development of all the water 
powers of Canada at 25,632,907 horse- 
power, of which yt 516,385 horse 
power has as yet be@n developed. A 
calculation made by* Mr. Young 
shows that the maintenance of one 
horse-power per annum from steam 
power requires a- consumption of 21.9 
tons of coal. If we take this as a 
basis the available water powers of 
thy Dominion represent an energy 
which, if maintained by steam power, 
would require 4 coal consumption of 
562,455,633 tons per annum,

Messina, Italy, Sept, 23.—Frank A. 
Perrit,

from his scientific deductions, that 
this part of Sicily will again be the 
scene of seismic disturbances.
